Foot and 800, Horſe fought with 15008 Rebels 
ncercKilkenni, where theRebels argingamped,kil- 
ling ar leaſt 3000, with the loſſe of 60. Foot and 
20, Horſe. 

Sir Henry Titchbourne before Dundalke fought 


with Apran Magwiers brother to ghe kg: Magwers 
now pritoncr the-Fowerlbavide belthred Re- 
giments of Foot and two Troops uf Horlc, Ma- 
guers having above a thoufand Rebels:in which 
tight Sir Hepry.Titchbourne behaved himiclte fo 
valiantly, that had not Mezwiers beſtirred himſelf 
very nimbly,he had accompanied his brother: for 
his valiant followers ſhewed him a faire paire of 
hecles, and lefr him to fight it out by hinlelte 
which he ſcciag, followed their example , and 
ran away for company. 

Inthis battaile there were killed neere 2000, 
Rebels, 20. Priſoners taken, which were hanged 
like Rebels as they were. Sir Chriſtopher Loftus 
hath cleared the Coaſt of Galway, it having lon 
time bcen beficged by the Rebcls, but being © 
times worſted by the Engliſh Forces, and gauled 
by the often iſfuing out ot che Citizens,they were 
forced to ſteale away by night. Burt Sir _ 
Lofizs having diſcovercd them, fell upon them

__ atorrow. as they- marched towards 4 wood! 
that was ncerce adjoyning,thinking there to ſecure 
themliclves ; :but {ccing themſelves intercepted, : 
they fronted the Englith,who. gave chem a [owre ; 
welcome... The Engbfh were ftraight ſeconded, 
by the Citizens of Galway, at whotc arrivall the. 
Rebels beganto be amazed, and in a contufcd 
manncr ran mtq diſurdor : In which:cantuftion 
they were cut off {o faſt that they fqundthe place 
too hot for their company, Wheretore inſtead 
of fighting, they rooke themſclves to running, 
leaving che caglith and the Cirizens. of Galway ; 
ro congratulate their happy vIaory.. tl ola cs; 
Captain Gibs was lately hard beler atGarmaſton ; 
being oppoſcd by. onrale the great rebell ,, whoſe 
forces were 1 8000, footc, and 3000. horle. Cap. : 
Gibs having beene abroad relieving 1everall Ca- 
files beſieged by the RebeUs ; and upon his. re- 
treate he made Garmaſton hisquarters intending 
to ſtay there a day or two to;retreſh his men. and 
to give them time to mend their clothes which 
were very bad : But Philome oneale having in- 
teligence that there was a {mall company at Ear. 


- Bliſhin Garmaſton under the command of Gap, 


Gibs, marchedthroughthe wood privately , ſtea-- 
ling upon the Towne, but being diſcovered by 
the Engliſh, certain notice was unmediately gt- 
vento Captain Gzbs , who\ſcnt immediately ro-. 
Captain Bartlez,who was then in Liauicke Caſtle, 
defiring him to ſend him ſome preſcntaid, gther- 
wile he and his mcn had beene loſt, Philpme Qzeale

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having ſurpriſed hinrin his quaxters,neverthcleſſe,. 
Garmaſton having 2 little Cafſtle-in is, hee/ha 
planted co ſmall field pieces which he would in-

ing very faſk, ſo that, betweene' them they 
cauſed them to retreate , diſcharging on ..thc 
flanke, Which they having done, being cleare of 
both the parties of Engliſh, they very fairly mar- 
ched away with ſpcede, with the loſſe of 500. 
men. © In this:Skirmiſh CaptainiGab#\;wagyſhot 
through the arme with a muſquet bullet, and loſt 
necre 100, men 

Sir Richard Greenwel fought with Mac-mahaun 
neere Munſtcr, Mac-mahans being plundering cer- 
cinevilliges having 3000. fooote,and 500.hors; 

Sir Richard Grenevill having not alliegiance 
Went up to the reſcue of the Inhabitants , where 
after 5.houres fight Macwahanone having ſtrength- 
encd himſelfe with a Caftle whereon hee had 

lanted three ficld pieces, but after fomuch-time 
y nt todecide the difference, the Engliſh preſſed 
© hard upon them , ſo that they fled outof the 
Towne leaving their Ordnance for Sir Richard 
pony with him , qu haſt be- 
ing ſuch that they were Githertoo hot or too hea- 
VIE. 

Colonel Yevaſer obtained a Caſtle from the 
Lord Plunket, wherein was great ſtore of Amu- 
nitio, where he flew 50. Rebels, and tooke the 
Lady Plunket prifoncr , with Tier two Tons which 
were {cnt to D.blin,
